The Poll was demanded, granted, and duly taken by perſons appointed 
thereto, by conſent of all the Competitors. 
i 9 Sept. 1679, The Poll by Proclamation was cloſed, and the Books caſt up by four ſeve- 
ral perſons, by agreement of all the Competitors, except Mr. Henly, who 
refuled to appear, though ſent for, yielding that he had loſt the EleGion. 
By the Poll-Books, when caſt up, it appeared

Whereupon the Sheriffs Proclaimed Sir Robert Cans and Sir John Knight 
duly EleQRed, and ſealed their Indenture, and accordingly were returned, 
and fate jn this Honourable Houſe. 


: Sir Robert Teomans,who had 200 Votes more then Mr. Herly, acquieſſed 
therein. 

Mr. Henly Petitioned this Honourable Houſe againſt Sir Robert Cann. 

Sir Robert, ſince the Petition exhibited, is for Miſdemeanor removed 
our of the Houſe, 

The Free-men and Free-holders of Brii7ol! thereupon have humbly 
Petitioned to be heard, and that Mr. Herly may not be admitted to fit, 


but that a new Writ may Ifſue for EleCting a new Citizen in the room of 
Sir Robert Cann.
